Reeve  H.  J.  Thomson  of  Oso  sug- 
gested that  proceedings  could  be 
speeded  up  by  commit'tees  holding 
meetings  early  in  the  sessions,  instead 
of  delaying  their  meetings  until 
Thursday  or  Friday. 

Others  at  the  board  were  quick  to 
support  Mr.  Thomson's  suggestions. 
Warden  J.  P.  O'Shea  was  ready  to 
take  up  the  challenge  and  remind 
council  that  he  expected  them  to  be 
on  time,  ready  to  discuss  business  and 
prepared  to  adhere  to  rules  and  regu- 
lations.

Frontenac  County  Jurist 
J.  C.  Reynolds  Dies  in  KGH 


Judge  John  Clifford  Reynolds, 
59,  judge  of  Frontenac  County 
since  1939  and  a  former  mayor 
of  Kingston,  died  of  a  heart  at- 
tack in  Kingston  General  Hospi- 
tal this  morning  only  a  few 
hours  after  being  admitted. 

He  had  suffered  an  earlier  at- 
tack this  summer  and  was  hos- 
pitalized for  about  a  month, 
sp'ending  another  two  months 
recuperating  at  his  home,  184 
Victoria  street.  He  continued  to 
carry  out  his  duties  and  was  at 
his  office  yesterday.
